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PREFACE. 



Henry Gibsone 1 was created a notary public by apostolic authority on 19 
June, 1549. On the last day of February, 1563-4, he appeared at Edinburgh, 
in presence of the lords administrators of the act of parliament, 1563 c. 16, 
and having complied with the requirements of that statute, was found duly 
qualified and formally admitted to office. In the act of admission (Appendix 
No. I.) he is designated "Maister Henry Gibsone, notar, duelland within the 
towne of Glasgw, quhair he was borne, of the age of xxix yeiris or 
thairby, unmareit, within the diocesy of Glasgw." It would thus appear that 
on receiving his original appointment Gibsone was only fifteen years of age; 
but his first book does not begin till 1555, by which time he had 
attained majority. 

After practising for some time as a notary Gibsone succeeded Wjlliam 
Hegait in the town-clerkship of Glasgow about the year 1568. From want of 
council records, which are not preserved previous to January, 1573-4, the 
precise date of his appointment to that office has not been ascertained. On 
1 June, 1574, "Maister Henry Gibson'' was chosen "commone clerk for 
this yeir" from a leet of four, and similar appointments were made in 
successive years till 1581, when information ceases for a time on account of 
a blank in the records. The making up of a leet, however, seems to have 
been much of a formality, and it is probable that the first recorded 
appointment of 1574 was likewise a re-election. Three of Henry Gibsone's

The records of the convention of royal burghs show 
that the assise or tax on fishing boats was long regarded 
as a grievance. In a memorial to the commissioners 
of trade in 1711 the convention represented that "the 
ancient duty of assise or sise fish, or a certain number 
of fish out of every boat, belonging to the crown, but 
is everywhere set out for inconsiderable rents and has 
never been profitable to the crown, or of any iocon* 
siderable advantage to the grantees, yet is a very 
considerable prejudice to the fishing, especially herring."

There are no entries in the 
rental book of Glasgow barony between 4 April, 1547, 
and 23 March, 1552. Archbishop Gavin Dunbar died 
in April, 1547, and it was not till the year 1560 that 
the dean and chapter of Glasgow elected Alexander 
Gordon, brother of the Earl of Huntly, to be his 
successor. Gordon was never consecrated, and he 
resigned office in 1551, when James Betoun was 
appointed archbishop.

The modes of disposal seem to have 
been various, and in some cases the Pope had right to 
the proceeds. A Scottish statute, passed in 1547, when 
an invasion from England was imminent, provided that 
the fruits of benefices then on the ground, and the annat 
afterwards, should belong to the executore of such 
churchmen as should fall in the defence of their country. 
By act of Parliament, 1672 c. 24, annat was declared to be 
a half-year's stipend, falling due after the death of a 
bishop or minister, and payable to the deceased's 
executors.

It appears that Gilbert, third Ead of rn—Tfin, was 
concerned in the administration of the abbey lands from 
the year 1513 when he was appointed baron bailie. 
Thomas Hay was chosen abbot in 1560, but the instru- 
ment of institution, dated 29th Sep t ember of that year, 
narrates that the monastery was then occup i ed by the 
servants of John Gordoun, lord of Lochini 
ref u s e d to give entrance, "the religious men having 1 
expelled, mass and divine wo t ship interdicted 
abolished.''

appeare from protocols 1549-53 that the vicars had been 
disposing of portions of their lands for payment of 
annual feuduties. The property of the vicars was 
included in the grants made to the community of 
Glasgow by Queen Mary on 16 March, 1566-7, and by 
King James VI. on 6 June, 1568 (Glasgow Charters, 
pt. ii. pp. 131-40); but the individual vicars then in 
possession were entitled to the revenues during their 
lifetimes, subject to deduction of the third which, 
the legislature appointed to be levied from all benefices 
for support of the new order of clergy and (of other 
purposes.

south. Sasine given by Mr. Adam Wallace, bailie. Archibald and his heirs 
and assignees to pay 40 s. yearly as annualrent (annuum censum) to those 
having right thereto. 1 Witnesses : John Moresoun, royal messenger (nuncio regio),

l The property mentioned in this protocol was 
apparently part of the fore tenement acquired by Sir 
John Steward from the provost and prebendaries of 
the collegiate church in April, 1563 (vol. iii. protocol 
No. 743); subject to the deduction of one-third set 
apart by the legislature for the support of ministers 
and other purposes (Privy Council Register I. p. 202). 
The feuduty was then payable to the provost and 



prebendaries; and such of them as retained their 
benefices in December, 1568, retained the same right; 
because though the magistrates and council of Olasgow 
acquired right to the feuduty under the charter granted 
to them by Queen Mary on 16 March, 1566-7 (Glasgow 
Charters, pt. ii. pp. 131-7), the liferent rights of the 
prebendaries were reserved.
